Hernia Held No
Bar to Service
In Armed Forces

Californians who have been
barred from military service for
purely physical reasons due to
hernia now will be eligible for
Army duty, the State Selective
Service headquarters has an-
nounced.

Under the changed regulations
local draft boards will reopén
the cases of all registrants who
have been placed in 4-F solely
because of the existence of in-
guinal hernia. Those found on
examination to have a non:scro-
tal hernia and no other disqual-
ifying effect, and not otherwise
deferred, will be forwarded to
induction centers for decision of
acceptance or rejection.

All accepted will at the out-
set be assigned to work now
performed by limited service
men. Those whose defects can
be corrected by hospitalization
will be treated in service hospi-
